OTTAWA, Feb. 8—A resumption 
of normal construction activity 


would see the return to work of at 
least 500,000 people, Gcorge Coote, 
(U.F.A, Macleod) told members of 
the house yesterday. It would prac- 
tically solve the unemployment 
problem and there was no question, 
he said, of the need of a great 
volume of public works, 

The city of Lethbridge, Mr. Coote 
said, had declared that if the federal 
government would advance a loan 
of $500,000 free of interest for ten 
years, it would assume all the res- 
ponsibility for uncmployment. The 
same was probably true of numer- 
Ous towns and cities. 

Highways, bridges and culverts, 
paving, safe grado crossings, railway 
bridges, municipal services such 
as sewage, water end light plants, 
public buildings, reforestation and 
conservation, were some of the 
items Mr. Coote said should go into 
the programme. 


INCREASE NOTE ISSUE 

He advocated a move by the 
government to increase the Dom- 
inion note issue by $150,000,000 or 
more to pay for this work, argu- 
ing that this issue had decreased 
by that amount since 1920. As an4 
alternative he suggested borrowing | 
from the proposed new central 
bank on long term treasury notes. 

The world economic conference 
had decreed there should be 25 per 
cent. gold coverage for domestic 
currency, said Mr, Coote, He sug- 
gested that the government buy 
$100,000,000 of gold and issue $400,- 
000,000 of notes in order to finance 
this program, Even if the money 
for the gold were horrowed at 4 
per cent. there would still be a 
considerable saving. Construction | 
of public works, he said, could now 
be carried out more cheaply than 
at any time since 1914, 


GETS FLOOR SUPPORT 

Thomas Reid, (Lib.. New West- 
minster), supported the resolution 
as a move in the right direction. 

He was hopeful that national re- 
covery efforts in the United States 
would prove successful because of | 
the incidental advantage to Canada 
in the return of prosperity in the 
republic. 

Referring to the prime minister's 
recent speech in Vancouver, Mr 
Reid said the unemployed and 
destitute had been described by 
Mr. Bennett as “derelicts.” Many 
people in Canada had taken that 
“sorely to heart,” Mr, Reid de- 
clared. | 

“The honorable gentleman knows | 
perfectly well he is not stating the 
facts,” the prime minister inter- 
jected. 


REMARKS CONSIDERED 
REFLECTION 

“The prime minister's remarks 
were interpreted by hundreds who 
heard them as a reflection upon the 
destitute of Canada,” Mr. Reid in- 
sisted. 

Re-forestation was one item of 
public works that Mr. Reid was 
particularly interested in. The 
money, he said, could be secured 
by issuing new currencies up to 
several hundred millions with still 
sufficient gold reserves to retain 
the principle of “sound money.” 


STEWART SUGGESTS 
CURRENCY 

Hon, Charles Stewart (Lib. Ed- 
monton West) disagreed with the 
belief that public buildings were 
not a security. The money would 
not be going out of the country, and 
during the period of such construc- 
tion, Canada would continue to 
have the same gold coverage that 
it has today. He was opposed to 
printing money, but at the same 
time he was somewhat fearful not 
only of the fact that the Canadian 
people owed $9,000,000,000 but even 
of the present federal debt plus that 
of the railways. 

He could not see any safety in 
the government borrowing money 
to pay for public works and paying 
interest thereon. The safest thing 
would be to issue a reasonable 
amount of currency for that pur- 
pose,

EDUCATORS IN 
ANNUAL MEET 
AT CALGARY 


Tax System Providing Ba- 
sic School Needs Advo- 


cated as Necessity 

CALGARY, Feb. 8—~A provincial 
tax system that would assure all | 
school districts funds of the basic 
needs for education was advocated 
yesterday to the annual convention 
of the Alberta School Trustees’ as- 
sociation by C. E. Little, K.C., Re-

gina, 
Saskatchewan Trustees’ 
tion. 

Many districts are finding it im- 
possible even to keep the schools 
open and give their children an 
education, he said. The provincial 
system of education had undoubt- 
edly increased the cost of educa- 


tion to prairie districts, he be- 
lieved. 
Echoes of the Baker bill which 


would consolidate groups of school 
districts into large areas, were 
heard at this session, which was 
addressed by Hon. Perren Baker, 
Alberta minister of education, who 
declared passing the bill is the 
greatest step that could be taken 
to improve the schools. 

After a good deal of discussion 
over the present form of teachers’ 
contracts, a resolution was passed 
retaining the present form. 

Declaring the property tax for 
schools was nothing more than a 
penalty on the thrifty man who had 
an ambition to own his own home, 
D. C. Bayne, secretary-treasurer of 
the local board, told the urban sec- 
tion of the association the basis 
of school taxation should be broad- 
ened and the property tax reduced. 

He suggested the government 
grants be revised to have the pro- 
vince assume greater responsibility 
and that the city, town and village 
districts be given the statutory right 
to collect fees from resident as well 
as non-resident high school pupils 
so that local boards would have the 
power to deal effectively with re- 
peaters.

PARIS, Feb, 8—Rioters armed 
with picks go around the outskirts 
of the melees between police, 
troops and demonstrators, smashing 
all the unprotected plate-glass win- 
dows they can find. The Canadian 
Pacific railway offices in the Boule- 
vard des Capucines suffered in this 
way last night. 

The resignation of the Daladier 
government has only partly reliev- 
ed the situation, The surging 
throngs, still in ugly temper, now 
shout continually for dissolution of 
the chamber of deputies, which it 
is understood Premier-Designate 
Gaston Doumergue has been em- 
powered to carry out. 


PARADES PROHIBITED

SHORTEN THE CAMP DAY 


Parliament by a unanimous vote instructed 
the Government to consider reducing the hours 
of the working day, as a means of “spreading 
the work around” and relieving unemployment. 

Directly, the Government cannot do that. 
The provinces hold the power to say how many 
hours a man must work in a legal day. And 
the provinces have not all agreed to surrender 
this right to the Dominion. 

Indirectly, the Dominion can do something to 
put pressure on the reluctant provincial gov- 
-ernments, It can shorten the working day in 
relief camps. Men employed there in building 
roads and making flying fields are paid twenty 
cents a day plus board, for their labor. There 
is nothing to prevent the Dominion Minister 
of Labor ruling that a working day in a relief 
camp shall consist of two hours. 

That would give the country good value for 
the money it spends on the camps, calculated 
at a fair hourly rate. Four times as many men 
could be absorbed in the camps and thus taken 
off the labor market. And the responsibility 
would be thrown directly upon the provincial 
governments if they legislated that men must 
work a full day in order to earn a correspond- 
ingly smaller sum. 

The notion that the provinces can defy the 
i Dominion as to working hours and minimum 

wage rates is deceptive. The federal authority 
can set the pace in both matters, and leave the 
public to do the rest.

BONSPIEL WEEK 

It is a fairly well established tradition that 
bonspiel week brings mild weather to Edmon- 
ton, even in the middle of a “real” winter. 
Many a time and often the curlers have had to 
do their playing at night, to the knowledge of 
neighboring residents, because the ice softened 
in the day time. On occasion they have needed 
“stones” that would float. There have been 
seasons when the populace longed for bonspiel 
week in hope and faith that it would bring a 
let up in the prolonged frigidity. 

This year the tradition got away to a bad 
start. The mild weather arrived first. And the 
mercury actually headed downward just about 
the time the competitions were due to open. If 
it still does not range low enough to suit visit- 
ing enthusiasts, they may be comforted in the 
knowledge that if they had come sooner they 
would have fared worse. 

Believe it or not, this week brought the 
chilliest spell of weather Edmonton has known 
since the December cold snap subsided early in 
January, If it is not quite cold enough to make 
perfect ice, that only goes to show this is a world 
of varied wants and tastes, not all of which can 
be accommodated by any sort of climatic 
arrangements. Perhaps it has to be accepted 
that this country is not cold enough for curling. 

To the chap who doesn't cur! or go to hockey 
games, this of course is weather of the “made 
to order” variety. But even those who favor 
banana belt winters will hope that a reasonable 
degree of frostiness may continue in the atmos- 
phere until the 'speil is over, Then spring can 
come as soon as it likes, so far as he is con- 
cerned, 


VICTIMS OF “SOUND” MONEY 

The Government of Canada should be eter- 
nally thankful that fate did not set it the task 
of governing France. 

The people of this Dominion are wondrously 
patient and long-suffering. They have, like the 
people of France, been ruled by the “divine 
right” of money, and subjected to corresponding 
injustices and hardships. 

Their debts have been multiplied as artifi- 
cially restricted money became dear. Their 
homes have been taken from them, or encum- 
bered with accumulating arrears of mortgage 
claims and taxes. They have been thrown out 
of employment by hundreds of thousands. The 
values of their products have been depressed 
below production cost.’ They have been robbed 
by exploiters of millions they were led into in- 
vesting in watered stocks and inflated bond 
issues. They have been left at the mercy of 
unchecked deflation, told to “tighten their 
belts,” and go back to the living conditions of 
their grand-fathers, that they might continue 
to pay the accustomed tribute to Moloch 

“Sound” money is what is the matter with 
France, as it is what is the matter with Canada. 
The Stavisky affair was only the “pistol shot” 
that started the outbreak. If the French have 
suffered more it is because there are more of 
them crowded together in small space and 
therefore more completely dependent upon 
conditions for the means of livelihood, 

Canadians have not set fire to the Govern- 
ment buildings, nor tried to. They have not 
fought the police and troops in Sparks street.

The modified disturbances of the last three 
years in all Canadian cities if put together 
would not compare with the rioting that has 


taken place in Paris in the last week 

No peculiar virtue may be claimed by the 
Canadian people because they have borne the 
tyranny of money and the impositions of an 
outworn philosophy with forbearance. A 
strongly inherited dislike for violence largely 
accounts for that. The fact that they are scat- 
tered over an enormous area, and therefore less 
subject to mass dependence and mass incite- 
ment, had much to do with it 

Canadians might have had less to suffer if 
they had suffered with less patience. The people 
of France are forcing the issue, Partly because 
that is their way of doing things, and partly 
because their situation compels. Millions of 
idle and hangry wage-earners cannot be stoics. 

If Canadians are wise they, will force 
the issue, but they will employ different means.

Parliament is in session. The legislatures are 
assembling To these bodies the people of 
Canada look for action that will break the 


money tyranny and restore to them the right to 
earn a decent living. 

Should parliament and the legislatures fail 
in that, they will be dealt with after the man- 
ner of their deserts at the polls, And the polls 
had better be opened without delay, if the tem- 
per of this patient people is not to be tried 
beyond the point of safety

Today's mail brought me two packages of 
poetry from readers of this column with a re- 


quest for an honest opinion of their merits. 
Both have considerable merit and one comes 
consistently near to being good poetry. It isn’t 


that the great wide prairies with 
their wonderful sunsets, their 
potentials for rich living and 
their present-day tragedies 
meve men and women to 
poetic expression. 

The hardest thing about 
advising on poetry is that in 
these days no sure market 
exists. Even the publishing 
of a book is fraught with un- 
even risks of loss, irrespec- 
tive of the merit of the work. 
The time is gone when Byron

could, as he said, “go to bed and wake up to 


myself famous.” Even Kipling peddled 
in vain round Western Canadian 
newspaper offices on his way from India to 
London. The poets who receive financial en- 
couragement today are either the writers of 
lyrics of the “Yes, we have no bananas” and 
“When the moon shines over the cowshed” 
order, or possess some quality of quaintness or 
satire like Dorothy Parker, Edgar Lee Masters 
Ogden Nash or are topical like Arthur 
Guiteauman. For writers of pure poetry there 
seems to be even less encouragement than for 
devotees of pure science,

There was a time when “pearls of wisdom 
strung upon tha golden thread of thought” won 
breathless admiration and applause, just as 
“Come up and see me some time” does today. 
The U.S. Congress last week paid a tribute to 
the 100th anniversary of the birth of John 
James Ingalls, the Kansas poet. You may not 
recall him by name, but you'll remember him 
for his well-known sonnet on “Opportunity,” 
which breathes the majesty and orchestration 
of Shakespeare: 

Master of human destinies am I! 

Fame, love, and fortune on my footsteps 

wait. 
Cities and fields I walk; I penetrate 

Deserts and seas remote, and passing by 

Hovel and mart and palace, soon or late 

I knock unbidden once at every gate! 

If sleeping, wake; if feasting, rise before 

I turn away. It is the hour of fate. 

And they who follow me reach every state 

Mortals desire, and conquer every foe 
» death; but those who doubt or hesitate, 
Condemned to failure, penury and woe, 

Seek me in vain and uselessly implore. 
I answer not, and I return no more. 


If you think that poetry depends upon form, 
consider this piece of prose by Ingalls, and say 
if you would deny it the title of poetry. It is 
on a very common subject—grass: 

Grass is the forgiveness of Nature—her 
constant benediction. Fields trampled with 
battle, saturated with blood, torn with the 


ruts of cannon, grow green again with 
grass, and carnage is forgotten. Streets 
abandoned by traffic become grass-grown 


like rural lanes, and are obliterated. Forests 
decay, harvests perish, flowers vanish, but 
grass 

Beleagured the sullen of 
winter, it withdraws into the impregnable 
of its subterranean vitality, and 
emerges upon the first solicitation of 
Spring. Sown by the winds, by wandering 
birds, propagated by the subtle horticulture 
of the elements which are its ministers and 
servants, it softens the rude outline of the 
world. Its tenacious fibres hold the earth 
in its place, and prevent its soluble com- 
ponents from washing into the wasting sea. 
It invades the solitude of deserts, climbs the 
inaccessible slopes, scale forbidding pinna- 
cles of mountains, modifies climates and 
determines the history, character and des- 
tiny of nations. 

Unobstrusive and patient it has immortal

vigor and aggression. Banished from the 
thoroughfare and the field, it abides its 
time to return. When vigilance is relaxed 


or the dynasty hes perished, it silently re- 
sumes the throne from which it has been 
expelled, but which it never abdicates. It 
bears no blazonry of bloom to charm the 
senses with fragrance or splendor, but its 
honest hue is more enchanting than the lily 
or the rose, It yields no fruit in earth or 
air, yet should its harvest fail for but a 
single year, famine would depopulate the 
worid. 


Whether you call that poetry or whether 
you call it prose, at least you'll agree that 
grass henceforth becomes more filled with 


wonder and beauty. 


Ingalls was a lawyer by profession and 
became a member of the U.S. Senate. He had a 
scathing tongue when it was roused into ser- 
vice. When the member from Delaware made 
a disparaging reference to Kansas, Ingalls 
Said: “And this from the gentleman whose State 
has but three counties when the tide is out and 
only two when the tide is in.” 

His sun set amid the clouds of Populism 
in the campajgn of 1890 in which his bitterest 
Opponent was a woman, Mrs. Mary Elizabeth 
Lease. This Amazonian lady had a tongue of 
venom. Kansas never heard before such 
phillipics as she hurled at Ingalls, To all these 
attacks Ingalls preserved silence. 

Even after his defeat in 1891, Mrs. Lease 
continued the attacks, A newspaper corre- 
spondent approached him and suggested that 
something ought to be done to stop the lady's 
tongue. Ingalls shook his head. “No one but 
a woman or an Indian ever scalps the dead,” 
he said. 

On the granite boulder that marks his grave 
is a bronze plaque bearing as his epitaph a 
sentenee from his essay on grass—a portion of 
which is above quoted. The epitaphal sentence 
reads: 

When the fitful fever is ended, and the 
* foolish w rangle of the market and forum is 

closed, grass heals over the scar which our 

descent into the bosom of the earth has 
made, and the carpet of the infant becomes 
the blanket of the dead.

Why Limit Yourself?

In today’s article I want to tell you some- 
thing about the ways in which you may set up 
limits for yourself. By building these mental 
fences you literally lock yourself away from 
many blessings which might be yours. Every 
time that you start limiting yourself and saying: 
“I can't do that because it is beyond the limit of 
my strength,” I want you to 
think about the ‘case of the 
young man who was crippled 
with infantile paralysis. 

After several years of 
effort, he learned to walk on 
crutches and finally he could 
walk with canes. At this 
point he was asked how much 
better he was going to try to 
get. This courageous young 
man who had to try literally 
hundreds of times before he

learned to move each paralyzed muscle, replied, 


“T am not setting a limit. You see, there is no 
limit if you don’t set one.” I strongly suggest 
that you copy on a piece of paper this state- 
ment, Then when you are hampered and re- 
stricted by a sense of limitation you can take 
it out and look at it. 

If you will watch each day you will find 
that you limit yourself in many ways. You may 
think you can not do more work because of the 
limitation of lack of strength or lack of time. 
If you can drop away this limiting idea you will 
do yourself a great deal of good and I strongly 
advise that you refuse to set up any limit as to 
what you can do, 

In many cases, the limits which you set up 
do not represent a true estimate of your power 
and you are actually capable of going far be- 
yond all these artificial limits which now stop 
you. The benefits you will derive from a free- 
dom from limitation are very definite. If you 
limit yourself you are carrying a useless brake 
which only holds you back. By knowing no 
limits, for the first time in your life, you are 
able to go ahead. 

In my own life I have tried to set up no 
limits; for example, I do not pick out a certain 
amount of success and say: “When I have 
achieved this much, I will have done all I can 
do and I will stop.” Instead, I think of it in this 
way—the amount of successful work I am going 
to do is unlimited. I also refuse to be limited 
because someone else says a certain thing can 
not be done. Where would we be if Edison had 
listened to such advice when working out the 
electric light? Suppose that Ford had listened 
to those who told him the poor man could never 
have an automobile? It has been my experience 
that, while some people are saying what 
couldn't be done, others are at the same time 
going ahead and doing it. 

I take particular pains not to listen when 
anyone tries to make me believe that age is a 
limiting factor. I have only the greatest of 
praise for a human being who refuses to be 
limited by age and who goes on acting and feel- 
ing young. In this connection I admire the 
young lady of 90 who went down to a large 
store and learned how to knit. When they took 
her picture she said she believed she had always 
wanted to knit a fancy sweater and that 90 is 
as good a time to go it as any. This lady has 
learned the same secret of the young man I told 
you about. They both knew that “There is no 
limit if you don’t set one.”

— A Day in Canadian History — 
By FRED WILLIAMS 


On this date, in 
railway train ran out of Halifax. 
Its journey was not very far, 
only as far as Windsor. Part of 
the track then used is still oper- 
ated by the Dominion Atlantic, 
now under lease to the C.P.R. It 
was not the first railway in Nova 
Scotia—that honor belongs to 
Pictou, which had a railway for 
the loading of coal as early as 
1839, and operated by a locomo- 


tive at that; but it was the first 
passenger train, and _ therefore 
historic. 


It was not until 1876 that the 
Intercolonial railway was opened 
through from Halifax to Quebec, 
but in the interval there had been 
considerable railway building by 
the provincial governments in 
both Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick, and Lady Head had 
in 1854 turned the first sod of an 
ambitious undertaking, the Euro- 
pean and North American rail- 
way designed to run from She- 


1855, the first ; diac, N.B., through Saint John to 


St. Croix where it was to con- 
nect with the American lines, 
The English firm, who built the 
Victoria Bridge at Montreal, Peto 
Brassey and Betts, offered to 
build the road in 1852 and New 
Brunswick voted a_ subsidy of 
twenty thousand pounds a year 
for twenty years and a million 
acres of land. Railways came 
high, but the people had to have 
them. 

When that first train pulled out 
of Halifax some one (perhaps it 
was Joseph Howe) predicted that 
the time would come when trains 
would pull out of Halifax for the 
Pacific coast, He was right, but 
it took thirty odd years before 
the prediction was _ fulfilled. 
Maritime railway history was not 
so beclouded with scandals and 
grafting as was that of Upper 
Canada but there was “boodle” 
and lots of it, for some lucky 
people.
